The Honour of Ireland. 


Combles has fallen, and the Franco- 
British Armies are a long stage nearer to 
their goal upon the Somme. It is pro- 
bable that Irish troops helped in the 
striking of this weighty blow. An Irish 
Division was in the forefront at Guille 
mont and Ginchy. A few days later the 
Irish. Guards were heavily engaged. 
Recent casualty lists have been full of the 
names of Irish officers. They are an 
index to the losses in the rank and file 
of the Irish regiments, and further losses 
are to come. How are the gaps to be 
filled? We insist that this is the most 
urgent of all public questions in Ireland 
today. It affects the safety of our men 
at the front, the honour of every living 
Irishman and of future generations of 
Irishmen, the political destinies of Ireland. 
Voluntary recruiting has come to an end in 
this country. If it be not quickly revived 
on @ large scale, or if we do not accept 
conscription, the Irish regiments must 
cease to exist at all, or, at the best, must 
become Irish in name alone. The Na- 
tionalist Party rejects conscription. On 
the assumption that it does not contem- 
plate the infamy of a betrayal of the Irish 
regiments, we have begged it to propose 
an alternative course to conscription. We 
have received no answer. The Nationalist 
members sit, like the poet's party in a 
parlour, “all silent and all damned.” 
We know that the hearts of thousands of 
good Nationalists throughout the country 
are burning with anxiety and shame. One 
of them asked in the official Nationalist 
organ yesterday: ‘Is there no one who 
will take up this question—not for Eng: 
land, not for others, not to avoid or evade 
or answer criticism, bu# for Ireland?’ 
The official organ ignored the question: 
it merely asserted with uneasy vehemence 
that the Nationalist Party is Ireland's 
sure shield against conscription. The 
rest of the Nationalist Press is equally 


leaderito whom his countvy’s honour and 
prospects are dear, some paralysis has 
fallen upon him. While~ this hideous 
silence reigns in Ireland the Irish ranks 
‘in France are growing thinner and wearier 
with every day's fighting. They call to 
their country for help, but in vain.

The existence of Unionist 
“slackers” supports, instead of weaken- 
ing, our case for conscription. We want 
to see every able-bodied young man in 
Irelahd, Unionist and Nationalist, brought 
under the honourable obligation of mili- 
tary service if there is no other way of 
saving the Irish regiments. We do not 
believe that conscription would provoke 
widespread disturbance in Ireland. The 
plea that most of the eligible men have 
enlisted is dishonest and absurd. In the 
House of Commons on January 10th of 
this year Mr. Birrell stated that, in 
August, 1915, there were 563,115 men be- 


| tween the ages of nineteen and forty-one 


in Ireland, and that 94,997 men had en- 
listed up to the middle of December in 
that year. How many have enlisted since 
Mr. Birrell gave these figures? “At this 
moment there are in Ireland at least 
200,000 able-bodied men of military age. 
We shall believe the stories of shortage 
of agricultural labour when we see the 
farmers’ sons working on the land and a 
large increase in the acreago under 
tillage. As for the Government's faulty 
methods of recruiting, we make the Na- 
tionalist politicians a present of the argu- 
ment. It is quite true that the recruiting 
campaign was muddled in many important 
details, and that there was a shocking 
waste of money and opportunity. We 
estop this plea, however, by inviting the 
Nationalist leaders to take complete charge 
of a new and immediate search for volun- 


tary recruits. The Government will give’ 


them the money ; let them apply their own 
methods and make their own appeals to 
Nationalist sentiment. The Nationalist 
leaders, however, will not have conscrip- 
tion, and will not ask for voluntary re- 
cruits: they are playing for safety. In 
the meanwhile Englishmen are filling the 
gaps in the. Irish battalions on the 
Somme. 

The folly of the Nationalist Party must 
surely be driving every decent and loyal 
Nationalist to despair. The party is in 
desperate straits; it is looking for some 
means of recovering popularity ; it seems 
to think that it has found this means in a 
Parliamentary agitation against conscrip- 
tion. Mr. Hazleton, M.P., said in 
Waterford, on Sunday, that “the unity of 
the people behind a united party” was the 
“only power on earth that could now stop 
conscription.” “It would take,” he 
said, “more than twice forty thousand 
soldiers to enforce conscription upon 
the Irish people.” When Parliament 
is re-opened the whole English people 
will be discussing the subject of “ man- 
power.” There will be a vigorous 
“combing-out” of the reserved empley- 
ments, and, perhaps, a raising of the age- 
limit to forty-five. Englishmen and Scots- 
men will have present continually in their 
angry thoughts the 200,000 able-bodied 
Irishmen who need only a brief training 
to become the finest ' missile troops” in 
the world. Mr. Redmond’s contribution 
to the anxious discussion of the Empire's 
needs in the moment of its direst peril 
will be a warning that, if the Government 
dares to lay a finger on one of these 
200,000 young men, it will have to divert 
80,000 soldiers from the Somme in order 
to suppress tumult in Ireland. Per- 
haps, the gods wish to destroy Ire 
land—certainly they are driving the Na- 
tionalist Party mad. We appeal to Na- 
tionalist Ireland's lowest, as well as to its 
highest, interests. If it tolerates and 
endorses the insane policy of rejecting 
conscription and refusing to furnish volun- 
tary recruits, the result will be a saeva 
indignatio of the English people 
against Ireland that will injure this 
country, politically and economically, for 
a hundred years. The Home Rule ques- 
tion and the question of the admission of 
Canadian and Argentine cattle to Great 
Britain will be equally prejudiced by this 
enduring resentment. On every ground 
Ireland must do her duty in this war, but 
most urgently on the ground ‘that, if she 
fails her regiments now, she will never 
be able to look the world in the face again. 
She will become a fugitive from her own 
conscience unless, conscription or no con- 
sription, she keeps her Divisions up to 
strength and keeps them Irishe Once 
more we ask our fellow-countrymen what 
they propose to do. 


Municipal Economy. 


The Association of Municipal Authori- 
ties of Ireland is holding its annual con- 
ference in Belfast. From the beginning 
the northern municipalities have taken an 
active part in the work of the Association, 
and yesterday the Lord Mayor of Belfast 
gave a hearty welcome to the delegates 
from other urban centres on their first 
official visit to the largest and most 
prosperous municipal area in Ireland. 
Such a conference at this time could not 
well take place without some discussion 
on two subjects above all otherse-housing 
and municipal economy. These subjects 
did, in fact, come prominently before the 
Association yesterday. The Lord Lieu 
tenant, who was present during a large 
part of the proceedings, showed in his 
speech at the luncheon given by the 
Lord Mayor that the matter of the hous- 
ing of the working classes was much in 
his mind. Since the Chief Secretary has 
also indicated that he is deeply impressed 
by the urgency of the problem the 
public will be encouraged to hope that 
at the right time a powerful advocacy 
with the Treasury will work to the accom- 
plishment of well-planned reforms. We 


suppose that, when the war is over, the’ 


Treasury will be pressed from many sides 
by people who are in favour of schemes 
which, they say, will cost less than a few 
days of war have been costing the nation, 
and that it will have to utter its non- 
possumus more regularly and more sternly 
than ever before. The opinion is very 
general, however, among public men and 
social workers all over the United Kine- 
dom, that it will be false economy to 
delay the rrocess of removing so grave 
an agent of social misery and industria) 
inefficiency as the condition of the housing 
of the working classes creates in many 
of the large towns today. The sooner 
municipal authorities can know what they 
are to expect in the way of State assist- 
ance in the matter of housing improve- 
ment the better; and, in the meantime,

to yesterday—a cost wasteful in effect not 
only on account of the expenditure itself, 
but also because of the check which the 
fear of incurring it often places on the 
progress of schemes which would be hene- 
ficial and reproductive—ought to be the 
subject of considered and energetic action 
by the Association. Indeed, the most 
useful work that can be done by the Asso- 
ciation in the near future is the practical 
consideration and effective support of 
sound proposals for the securing of muni- 
cipal economy. One of the papers read at 
the Conference yesterday dealt with a 
matter which appears to concern muni- 
cipal bodies only indirectly, but may be 
of great importance for Ireland as a whole. 
We refer to the paper in which Mr. P. J. 
McAndrew gave some particulars of a 
scheme, with which he is intimately asso- 
ciated, for the atilisation of Ireland's 
water-power, in terms of electricity, in the 
service of her industries, including agri- 
culture. Among European countries Italy 
especially—dependent, like Ireland, on 
coal supplies from outside—has made 
great use of her water-power. Mr. 
McAndrew showed that no extraordinary 
difficulties stand in the way of the utilisa- 
tion of Ireland’s water-power for her own 
advantage, and it is impossible to foresee 
how great that advantage may be. Im- 
portant business men in England have 
been impressed by the practical aspects of 
the scheme, and are ready to put money 
into it. It ‘seems to be high time 
for people in Ireland to acquaint them- 
selves with the details of the scheme so 
far as they can be disclosed. It may be a 
very big thing for Ireland, but the issue 
will depend very largely on Irish co-opera- 
tion with the promoters. 


Patriotic Criminals. 


In their latest report the Commissioners 
of Police and the Directors of Convict 
Prisons attempt a comprehensive estimate 
of the causes which, in the year ended 
March 3ist last, reduced the prison popu- 
lation of Great Britain by over fifty 
thousand, or nearly one-half. ‘They dis- 
cover three main causes. The first is the 
enlistment of many habitual petty 
offenders. The second is a cause which 
has only in recent months become fully 
operative—the restrictions on the liquor 
trafic imposed by the Control Board, by 
justices, and by military authorities. 
The third cause assigned by the Commis- 
sioners is peculiar. It is that the great 
demand for labour, by rendering employ- 
ment easy and well-paid, has resulted in 
ability to pay fines, and, therefore, to 
avoid prison. There can be no real com- 
parison between the seriousness of a fine 
and thé term of imprisonment, however 
short, which is supposed to be its equiva- 
lent ; and such a situation must raise the 
question whether the possibility of 
avoiding imprisonment in the case of 
petty offences should be left wholly de- 
pendent on the state of the labour market. 
The Commissioners find every reason to 
believe that the country’s call for men 
appealed as strongly to the criminal as 
to other classes. They cite the case of 
a young burglar, one of a gang of five, 
who told the chaplain of a London prison 
that his four friends had enlisted, and 
that he meant to “do his bit” as soon 
as he got out of prison—a promise which 
he faithfully observed. The prison 
population has cheerfully worked over- 
time on the manufacture of war stores. 
The prisoners were) offered a reward for 
an addition to their already arduous work- 
ing hours in the pe of an increased 
supper ration; but} the Inspectors de- 
clare that “this cannot be regarded as 
the only reason for their increased exer- 
tions.” One prisoner offered, as an 
economy, to forego the.extra supper ration.

OUTBREAK OF PLAGUE IN 
LIVERPOOL, 


— 


A Liverpool message says:—Recently sus- 
picious cases of illness were reported to the 
Liverpool medical authorities, and investigation 
has led to the discovery of an outbreak of 
plague. Two deaths have occurred, and these 
eases have now been pronounced by the Local 
Government Board's bacteriologist to be cases 
of plague. - 

The following memorandum dealing with the 
matter has been issued by the Medical Officer 
of Health:—“A local outbreak of plague 
occurred in Liverpool last week, which is be- 
lieved to be owing to imported infection, The 
outbreak was limited to one household. The 
first patient died at home, and other members 
of the family were promptly isolated in hospi- 
tal. Two members of the family have suc- 
cumbed to the disease, the nature of which 
has now been confirmed by the Local Govern- 
ment Board. Every precautionary measure has 
been adopted, and any extension of the disease 
is unlikely." e

This morning’s news prepared us for 
the entry of the Allies into Combles. After 
the British troops had occupied Morval 
and Lesbeufs, and the French troops 
Rancourt and the line between Frégicourt 
and Hill 148, it was obvions that the 
Germans must evacuate Combles at once, 
or lose all the men and guns accumulated 
there for its defence. We must wait 
for later despatches to know the full 
measure of the Allies’ captures. It is 
probable that most of the heavy guns 
had been got away, but a good many men 
must have been left behind to cover the 
retreat of their comrades. Combles will 
be the first town reconquered from the 
Germans since the era of trench warfare 
began. In normal times it had a popu- 
lation of three thousand people, but it 1s 
described by the gazetteers as a town. 

The German official communiqué to-day! 
breaks the news to the ee people 
that they must prepare for a serious 
reverse. ” the result of yesterday's battle, 
it says, has to be recognised. Then comes 
praise for the German troops which had 
to face the massed employment of the 
materials prepared by the war industry 
of the whole world after many months of 
labour. This admission is striking, for it 
clearly conveys to the German people that 
the whole world is eg | to ensure 
their defeat.. The fall of Combles has 
to follow, so it will be interesting to see 
the next German report. 

Last night’s Zeppelin raid was rather 
a surprise, I think, to most people, who 
thoucht that the Germans, after the warm 
reception they got on Sunday morning, 
would wait some time before renewing the 
attempt. An evening paper advances the 
theory that it was the very warmth of 
that reception that caused the second 
attack. Reminding us that, when an 
aeroplane incurs a mishap, the pilot 19 
always recommended to make a fresh 
ascent immediately as the best safeguard 
against loss of nerve, it suggests that the 
same argument applies to Zeppelin crews. 
I doubt if the analogy is at all complete, 
since there is an immense amount of 
difference between the qualities required 
of an aviator who has to maintain his 
equilibrium by his own skill and those of 
a man who goes up in one of these glori- 
fied gas-bags. Anyway, there is quite a 
sufficient explanation of the Zeppelin 
activity in the fact that the nights this 
week are especially dark. Very likely 
we shall hear of more raids before Satur- 
day night. 

Two noticeable features of last nights 
attempt are the approach of one of the 
raiders by way of the south coast and 
the careful avoidance of London. I be4 
lieve that during one of last year’s raids} 
a Zeppelin roamed over Sussex, but even) | 
then it approached and returned by way 
of the south-east coast. As for London’s 
temporary immunity, it may or may nod | 
have been due to the fate of the twa | 
raiders on Sunday morning, but the) 
Metropolis is too tempting a mark fori | 
the apostles of frightfulness to be allowed, | 
to escape their attentions for long. An | 
official statement issued this evening gives 
further details of the destruction on | 
Sunday morning of the Zeppelin L32 and | 
L335. — It is confirmed that the airship | 
which was brought down in flames was 
given the final coup de grace by one of 
our airmen flying in an aeroplane. It is 
to be hoped that the authorities will see 
their way to publish more details of this 
gallant deed. As a matter of fact, much 
of it is already common gossip. Both 
these airships were of the latest pattern. 
The fact that naval Zeppelins alone visit 
this country to-day is significant. From 
the purely military point of view the 
Zeppelin has been found out. On the 
western front they are never used by the 
Germans. 

The outcry about the use of tramways 
while a Zeppelin raid is in progress grows 
EE AH and the suggestion is made to- 
day that the London County Council onght 
to be prosecuted for showing too much 
light on Saturday night. It is obvious 
to everybody that the constant flashes from 
both overhead and conduit systems do 
show very strongly when all else is dark, 
and on the Thames Embankment, when 
business is active, the flashes are power- 
ful and frequent. Whether they are 
strong enough to guide an airship it would 
be impossible to say. The Zeppelin over 
the London district, in addition to using 
magnesium shells, also dropped out a 
string of lights like the chain fireworks 
often seen at firework displays. This 
looks as though the Germans were not 
sure where they were going. 

Speculations as to the business to be 
laid before Parliament when the Session 
reopens this day fortnight are already 
beginning. new Registration Bill is 
expected in some quarters to be the pice 
de resistance. As to this, I would draw 
attention to a remarkable article by Mr. 
A. A. Baumann in the October mete. ie of 
the Fortnightly Review. It is entitled 
“Our Indispensable Premier, and, con- 
trary to expectation, consists of an almost 
unqualified eulogy of Mr, Asquith, who. 
is compared to statesmen like Burleigh, 
Walpole, and Peel, whose réle it was to 
guide England through the dangers of a 
transitional period. Only in regard to 
Ireland has is failed, in Mr. Baumann’s 
opinion. There the policy of “wait and 
see” was attended by weak administra- 
tion, and culminated in disaster. 

In everything else—as, for instance, in 
the adoption of compulsory service—it 
has been justified by results, and has 
enabled Mr. Asquith to conduct a series 
of peaceful revolutions which have caused 
the middle class oligarchy of the 
nineteenth century to give way ‘almost 
imperceptibly to the democracy of the 
twentieth. Mr. Baumann issues a warn- 
ing to those critics of the Government 
who have been demanding a dissolution 
in the hope that thereby they would get 
rid of the Coalition and its head. He 
believes that, when the new register is 
completed, it is very likely t the 
Prime Minister will recommend a dis- 
solution, but that the result of the en- 
suing election will only be to fix him 
more securely in the saddle for another 
five years. 

The somewhat surprising announcement 
is made to-day that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has stated that the cost of

1 to the current number of the Jrish Farmer and 


Stockbreeder, Mr. Asquith has lately confirmed 
a statement made by him on May llth to the 
effect that the maintenance of the highest pos- 
sible output of home-grown food supplies re- 
mains a national object of a most essential 
nature, and that labour which is essential and 
irreplaceable should be retained on the land for 
this purpose. The military representatives and 
members of tribunals should be in possession 
of regulations and instructions which should 
ensure the carrying out of this policy. Mr. 
Asquith was thinking, of course, of the cireum- 
stances of Great Britain, and the wisest public 
Opinion in Great Britain seems at present op- 
ba to the application oí conscription to Ire- 
and. 


The chief difference between the farming of 
Great Britain and of Ireland seems to be that 
in Ireland the proportion of subsistence farm- 
ing to farming for a market, or industrialised 
farming, is much higher than in Great Britain. 
The fears of the Irish farm-hands are in- 
telligible if we bear this fact in mind. In an 
odd case they may be due to cowardice or to 
the old anti-British prejudice, which every im- 
partial man of codwill admits to ba slowly 
decaying. Lord Meath has suggested, in order 
to settle the Hame Rule question, a conference 
of Irishmen, from which all British statesmen, 
English, Scotch, or Welsh, should be rigidly 
excluded. As Lord Lieutenant of the County 
Dublin, could he, with the aid of his friends, 
set in motion an informal recruiting campaign 
in all rural districts, especially whore En nA 
ence farming is preponderant, and instruct his 
officers to remember that peasants are men and 
women, and have hearis and souls as well as

KITCHENER SCHOLARSHIPS 
Letter from the Lord Mayor of London 

TO THB EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The Couneil of the Lord Kitchener Na- 
tional Memorial Fund have resolved to found a 
number of scholarships which will enable young 
Britons destined for a commercial career to 
travel, study, and gain business experience in 
the countries of the allied nations, viz: France, 
Russia, Italy, Japan, Belgium, Rumania, 
Portugal, and Serbia. 

The original purposes of the Fund wi)! remain 
unchanged. They are these:—(1) To equip and 
endow for all time a Home for disabled officers. 
(2) To establish a permanent Fund for the pur- 
pose of relieving disabled officers and men in 
their own homes. But the scholarship scheme 
will supplement these persona] benefits by a na- 
tional service of the first order. The scholar- 
ships will be continued from year to year for 
all time, and will be of the annual value of 
about £150 each. The scholarships will be for 
the sons of deceased and disabled officers and 
men of the Navy and Army and young men 
from 18 to 25 years of age who have served with 
the Forces. 

As & personal memorial to Lord Kitchener 
nothing could bs more appropriate. Lord 
Kitchener spent much of his life abroad. 
Palestine and Cyprus are associated with the 
start of his career. He was with the French 
Army in 1870. In Egypt and the Soudan he 
rose to fame. By his distinguished services in 
South Africa, in India, and in Australia he 
played a great part in the consolidation of the 
Empire. As Secretary of State for War he 
visited France and Italy; and it was in setting 
out on a mission to Russia that he met his 
tragic end. No one was more fully alive to the 
interdependence of the Allies, and its ultimate 
bearing ou all questions involved in national 
progress. 

Some of these questions are already beginning 
to emerge. After the war there will inevitably 
be a great increase of British trade with 
Russia, France, Italy, and the other allied 
nations; and many firms in the large industria! 
centres will find themselves in need of clerks, 
travellers, and technical experts familiar with 
the languages, and the business methods of 
these countries. This need the scholarship 
scheme will help to meet. 

The intention is that those elected to hold 
scholarships should begin their studies almost 
immediately; that they should receive instruc- 
tion (a) in Russian, French, lialian and other 
languages; (b) im economics; (c) in business 
principles and business methods (in offices or 
factories as circumstances may determine) ; 
and that immediately at the close of the war 
they should be sent for & year to travel in one 
or other of the allied countries, and to continue 
their studies in that country with the view of 
gaining (1) a close familiarity with its language, 
and (2) an intimate knowledge! of its com- 
mercial methods, needs, and opportunities. 

In developing this scheme the Council is 
being advised by business men and educational 
experts, so that in the end it may be carried 
through with the highest degree of efficiency. 
The Council appeals to all firms and individuals 
who desire to help in promoting and develop- 
ing businéss relations with the allied countries 
after the war to give this Scholarship Fund 
their cordial and practical support. It is of the 
utmost importance that the end in view should 
be speedily attained.

COUNTY DUBLIN FARMERS. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sia,—The objections to the organisation of 
the farmers of County Dublin mentioned by 
your anonymous correspondent whose letter ap- 
eared in ee "8 issue are hardly effective. 
e applauds the idea of co-operation of farmers 
in the apesrem but suggesis “not troubling 
about County Dublin until, at any rate, the 
idea of co-operation hag penetrated much deeper 
into the minds of the County Dublin farme.,”’ 
This is, however, not the method best cai 
lated to facilitate and expedite the increase iv 
our output of foodstulle so earnestly desired at 
present. This is not a casual matter in which 
we should be content to let evolution take its 
own good time. The farmers of Cougty Dublin 
are, as you pointed out, seri studiorum, but 
thet is no reason for not helping them now. 
While organisation would undoubtedly improve 
the position, financially and otherwise, of the 
farmers themselves, it seems to me to be part 
of the much bigger question of national 
economics. Never wag there a greater demand 
for home-grown farm produce than in the last 
two years. The prices have been exseptionally 
high, and a Government Department carried 
out an energetic campaign in favour of in- 
creased tillage; yet the acreage this year under 
corn crops is less by 19,583 acres, and under 
reen crops is less by 22,555 acres, than in 1915, 
heré is surely something wrong here. In the 
ear 1914 agricultural produce to the value of 
E33 million pounds was imported into Great 
Britain, and yet only 13 per cent. of our land 
is under tillage. It ig obvious that there is 
something consistently wrong, and I am aware 
that many farmers know well what it is. Jt 
may be scarcity of labour, or the high price of 
machinery, or the fear of » change in the 
market, or the difficulty of marketing at which 
you hint to-day. Whatever it is, let the farmers 
tackle it boldly, and at once enrich themselves 
and the country in plying the huge market 
which is at their own . 
There sre, et course, problems relating to th 
breeding o rees, raising an Ipp 0 
of cattle winter 
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of County Dublin have been brought at last to 
appreciate the merits of agricultural eo-opera- 
tion. . the experimént is successful, 
the County of Dublin will benefit, and the 
City of Dublin will benefit in at least an egual 
measure.” This is, of course, true, for an 
Agricultural Advisory Council in the hands of 
expert agriculfuristg and economists, by the 
adoption of all that experience, energy, and 
science could teach, would be able to cheapen 
the cost of living to the consumer. 

It is, therefore, right that the inclination 
towards reform which the present movement 
indicates should be stimulated until it becomes 
a grand enthusiasm. ‘‘ Not troubling about 
County Dublin” is a sorry doctrine.: I ho 
that the County Dublin farmers will, at the 
meeting which is arranged for Thursday, in the 
Council Chamber of the Dublin County Council, 
at 3 o'clock, form their Agricultural Advisory 
Council and carry their experiment to suceess.—

DUBLIN AND DISTRICT. 
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Youths with Unlicensed Guns—At a Children’s 
Court in Blanchardstown two youths, named 
Michael Bradshaw, Kilshane, and Francis 
Halpin, Huntstown, were prosecuted for having 
unlicensed guns in their pessession on the public 
road at Mooretown, Mulhuddart, and also for 
having used these guns in the illegal pursuit of 
game.

St. Stephen's Green, Dublin. Mr. i 
Westropp, President, oceupied the chair. There 
was a good attendance. Mr. F. Guilbride, J.P., 
was elected as Fellow, and the Rev. F. H, 
Aldhouse, M.A., and Mr. J. G. Green, Mrs. H. 
©. Mooney, and Mr. Enri M. 8. O'Hanluain 
were elected members. The President 
hoped that there would be a large 
attendance of members at the excursion 
to take place to-day to Duleek, Mellifont, and 
Monasterboice, and other places of interest in 
the Boyne Valley. Rev. Canon H. J. Lawlor, 
D.D., delivered an interesting lecture dealing 
with “ Monuments of some Archbishops of 
Dublin,” It was illustrated with numerous 
lantern slides, Mr. R. Grant Pilkington dealt 
with “ Baggotrath Manor, Pembroke Town- 
ship.

Port's Bad WName.—Dublin has got a bad 
name with travelling theatrical and music hall 
companies and artists, who aver that it is as 
dificult to get themselves and their scanery, 
“ properties,’ etc., into this “ town ” as it is 
to get out again at the end of their week's en- 

agement. These entertainers complain that 
inwards they are “divorced” from their 
scenery, etc., at Holyhead, the artists travel- 
ling over to Kingstown and their belongings 
taking another course to the Liffey. Again, 
there is no way out on Saturday night, the 
last steamer having sailed before theatrical 
performances have concluded.

Big Price for Pigs.— At Roscommon Pig Fair 
yesterday sows were sold at £15 each. Swine 
generally made from £7 to £12. 

Demand for Horses.—There was a big demand 
for agricultural horses at Athleague Horse Fair 
yesterday. Yearlings and one and a half years 
old sold from £25 to £30 each; two and a half 
and three years, £32 to £40; four years old and 
upwards, £45 to £75; cobs, £25 to £35. Cross- 
Channel and Army buyers were in attendance. 

Barley Prices Advanced.—-On Monday morn- 
ing the price of best malting barley was ad- 
vanced to 28s. per barrel in Midleton. Barley is 
being marketed very slowly at present. 

No Tenders for Workhouse Supplies.—The 
Clerk reported at yesterday's meeting of the 
Dunshaughlin Board of Guardians, who met to 
accept tenders for the usual half-yearly supplies, 
that they had received no tenders for butter, 
eggs, sugar, port wine, brandy, whiskey, porter, 
jam and marmalade. 

Serious Charge against a Soldier.—At Tralee 
yesterday John O'Halloran, a private in the 
Munster Fusiliers, was returned for trial to the 
Winter Assizes, charged with the manslaughter 
of his mother-in-law, Mary Stack, at Tralee on 
the 19th August.
